BERLIN, via wireless to Sayville, N. 


Y., April 21.—The Tages Zeitung today 
publishes a special dispatch, the origin 
of which, however, is not given, saying 
that 2,000 British and French troops 
have been landed in Enos in European 
Turkey on the north side of the Guif of 
Seros. A heavy cannonading took place 
‘between the Turkish batteries around 
‘Enos and the warships of the allies. 

A dispatch from Athens says great ac- 
tivity has been noted among the ~rit- 
ish. forces on the Island of Lemnos, 
which lies to the west of the entrance to 
the Dardanelles. Troop transports are 
arriving daily from Alexandria, Egypt; 
the censorship is more rigid and all in- 
dications point to strong action against 
the Dardanelles at an early date. 


A dispatch received in London yester- 
day from Dedeagatch, Bulgaria, a short 
distance to the west of wnos, said a 
violent cannonading occurred in the 
Gulf of Saros Sunday evening. The fir- 
ing was so heavy that buildings at 
Dedeagatch were shaken.

Von Buelow Declares Negotia- 
tions Between Vierina and . 
Rome Are Proceeding. 

ROMB, April 21.—Reports received here 
teday from Austria say that the dual 
monarchy is hurriedly gathering troops 
on the Italian frontier to face a possi- 
ble invasion by Italian soldiers. 

A large contingent of Austrian troops, 
the reports say, have been quartered at 
Monfalcone, Ronchi and Sagrado. The 
Austrians also are said to have strong- 
ly fortified the whole line of the Isonzo 
River with intrenchments, behind which 
batteries already are in position. 

Prince von Buelow, the German Am- 
_bassador to Italy, has requested the 
Associated Press to deny a rumor in 
cireulation here to the effect that he 
had transferred the Villa Malta, his 
residence in Rome. to his brother-in- 
law, the Prince di Camporeale, ‘‘in 
view of the approaching rupture be- 
tween Italy and the central empires.” 

Instead of there being a break be- 
tween Italy and Austria, Hungary, 
Prince von Buelow said he thought 
the negotiations connected with his 
mission here were proceeding satis- 
factorily, they had given him con- 
fidence that what he termed “the 
good sense of the Italian people” 
would triumph in the end. 

The negotiations, according to 
Prince von Buelow, were now mostly 
being conducted in Vienna, but, as 
in all the discussions, the contracting 
powers had been far apart in their’ 
point of view, it was taking a long 
time to come to any concerted con- 
clusion.

VINCENT ASTOR PURCHASES _ 
“SAFETY” FLYING BOAT 


Mrs. Astor Is Expected to Make 
Flights With Him From the Hudson 
River; Has 100 Wrorsepower. 

NEW YORK, April 21.—Vincent Astor 
has had a flying boat built at Marble- 
head, Mass., for his personal uge, and 
will probably make trial flights in itt 
within the next few weeks from the 
Hudson River near his home, Ferncliff, 
at Rhinebeck, N. Y., It was said ‘last 
night. The boat will carry two pas- 
sengers, and it is understood that Mrs. 
Astor intends making flights with her 
husband. 

If the boat proves a success on the 
Hudson it is probable that Astor will 
take it to Newport this summer. He 
had a floating hangar built for the boat 
so that it may be towed wherever he 
Gesires to take it 

The boat has a 100-horsepower engine 
and set-back winds. In accordance with 
Astor's direct instructions, “safety 
first’’ predominated in designing and 
building the boat.

His Honor did 
not recall the previous meeting men- 
tioned by Alexander, but the latter as- 
sured him they had seen each other at 
the club and that the Judge had -en- 
joyed pies and turnovers made by the 
caller. » 

What was the nature of the business 
at hand? Oh, yes, Alexander had ob- 
tained a position as pastry cook on the 
private car of Cudahy, the packing 
houseman, and needed $ to get to Kan- 
sas City. Would the “Jedge’’ accom- 
modate him? Judge Cave had nothing 
smaller in his wallet than a $10 bill, but 
he was willing to let Alexander have 
't for a few days. The negro took the 
bill and bowed his way out. 

Jim Freeman scratched his head after 
getting a second view of the Judge's 
caller. He had seen that face before. 
It looked like “‘Horse-Head’’ Johngson’s 
face to him and he was of the opinion 
that ‘‘Horse-Head’’ was a no-account 
worthless “‘nigger’ that never did do 
any work of any kind let alone design 
tarts at the Glen Bcho Club. He won- 
dered what business could have brought 
“Horse-Head’’ to the Judge's office and 
did not rest until the Judge told him. 

“Why he’s a confidence man, Jedga,”’ 
remarked Freeman. “I’m going to tell 
the police about hjm.”’ 

Detectives were put on the case. They 
learned that Mrs. Julia Johnson, a 
cook at the Glen Echo Club, had a son, 
Alexander, living in Webster Groves, 
and they arrested him. He was identi- 
filed by Jim Freeman and he confessed 
he had worked a game on Judge Cave. 
He also admitted having borrowed sums 
aggregating $160 from business men on 
the pretext that be cooked their pastry 
at the Glen Echo Ctub.

The indictment states that when Tucker 
iater returned from a trip to Europe, 
he found the apartment house had not 
been built, that the $10.00 note was 
held by Dr. T. H. Griffin of 339 Texas 
avenue as security on a loan Griffin 
had advanced to Goodnow, and that 
the $1000 notes were in the hands of 
Louis Rothgiesser and the Rev. Thomas 
H. Hagerty, all innocent purchasers. 

Tucker testified he tirst met Goodnow 
in the Rosenthal-Sloan store about April 
2 184, and that Goodnow ‘ater sug- 
gested he replace an old bnilding on 
the Von Versen property with an apart- 
mént house. The idea appealed to him.

Advance of 15 to 60 Per Cent Accom- 
panied by Establishment of §8- 
Hour Working Day. 
DETROIT, Mich., April 21.—An- 
nouncement of a sweeping advance in 
wages and reduction of working hours 
for all employes of the Ford Motor Co., 
limited, of Canada was made here to- 
day by G. M. McGregor, general man- 
ager of the concern. All employes whu 
have been in the service of the com- 
Pany six months or longer are to re- 
ceive a minimum wage of 50 cents an 
hour or $4 a day, the working hours 
being reduced to eight hours a day or 

48 hours a week. 

The company employs about 200 per- 
sons at its factory at Ford, Ontario, 
and its nine branches located in the 
principal cities of Canada. It is esti- 
mated this advamce in wages will dis- 
tribute among Ford employes in Can- 
ada, in addition to the wages they al- 
ready receive, about $600,000 a year. The 
scale as adopted increases the wages 
of all employes from 15 to § per cent. 

The parent Ford company in Detroit 
pays a minimum wage of $% a day.

LABORERS PAID $12 
FACH FOR JOBS 
THEY NOW DECLINE 


Chicago Workmen Decline® to 
Toil in Sewer More Than 
60 Feet- Underground. 


Sixty-eight Bulgarian and five Italian 
laborers, brought here from Chicago to 
work in the Mill Creek sewer excavation, 
near Market street and Vandeventer 
avenue, became frightened when they 
saw the nature of the work, which is 
65 feet underground, and refused to 
accept the jobs, for which they paid 
$12 each to a Chicago labor agent. 

They have remained in the vicinity uf 
the sewer job since their arrival las* 
Thursday morning, and have foun 
shelter in a vacant house at 514 South 
Vandeventer avenue. All are penniless, 
and it has become a problem for loval 
labor officials and charitable agencies 
to get them back to Chicago or keep 
them from starving here. 

Say Work Was Misrepresented. 

The men say they were told by Louis 
Citro of the Baltimore & Ohio labor 
agency on Canal street, Chicago, that 
they were to work in an opep sewer &x- 
cavation in connection with the use ofa 
sieam shovel, and in a tunnel on the side 
of a hill. Of the $12 which each of them 
paid, $6.80 was for railroad fare and 
$6.20 the agent’s commission. The wage 
promised to them was $1.75 a day. 

When they reached the job last Thurs- 
day morning they were astonished to 
find that it was a deep piece, of sub- 
terranean work, and their alarm was 
not lessened when they saw a negro 


ing at the nose, as the result of the bad 
alr and gases in the excavation. 
Preempt Vacast House. 

The men had come here with little 
money, and with no provisions. They 
remained in the neighbornood, and when 
night came, took up their quarters in 
the vacant house.

BRYANTOREPLY 
TODAY 10 GERMAN 
CRITICISM OF U.S 


Be Friendly Discussion of 


Legal Points. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—~The reply 
of the United States to the recent mem- 
orandum ‘from Count Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador, dealing with ex- 
portation of arms to the allies, will be 
delivered today to the German embassy. 
Secretary Bryan made this announce- 
ment today, but would not discuss the 
details of the reply. 

Secretary Bryan declined to say 
whether the reply accepted the Ambas- 
sador’s memordndum a. from the Ger- 
man Government or as an expression 
of Count Bernstorff's personal views 
The reply. however, gives it official rec- 
ognition, leaving the question of its au- 
thority between the Ambassador and his 
Government.

The effect of a declaration of a prac- 
tical blockade by Great Britain has nec- 
éssarily modified the strength of the 
position assumed by the United States 
on these subjects, but nowhere, the 
note points out, has there been any sac- 
tifice of principle by the State Depart- 
ment .in the negotiations with the allies. 

Regarding the Ambassador's pro- 
test against the sale of arms and mu. 
nitions to the allies, it is understood 
the reply is based largely upon 
statements already made by Presi- 
dent Wilson in response to appeals 
from various peace organisations and 
that it declares that any atte ot at 
this stage of the war to prohibit the 
sale of arms and ammunition te any 
applicant would constitute a real 
breach of neutrality. The note is

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ADEQUATE, SAYS 
BRITISH PREMIER 


Asquith Tells Workmen it Is Not 
True Lack of Munitions Has 
Cfippled Army. 


LONDON, April 21. ~The English news- 
p@pers today are dévoting columns to 
comment on the optimistic speech de- 
livefed at Newcastle Iast night by 
Premier Asquith. The utterances of thé 
Prime Minister are in substance the put- 
ting into effect of a sort of industrial 
conscription by which employers shall 
forego some of their profits, the trade 
unions agree to suspend some of their 
rules necessary in times of peace and 
taxpayers shall contribute an indemnity 
to factories in cases where the loss and 
injury has been caused by commandeer- 
ing for the Government. 

The Prime Minister often has had to 
gloss over statements of his Cabinet col- 
leagues. In his appeal last night to the 
workmen of the East Coast to speed up 
the output of munitions of war, he re- 
frained from all reference to the drink 
question and declared that there had 
been no slackness on the part of either 
the employes or the employers. 

The necessity for greater effort, he 
said, arose from the fact that an enor- 
mous quantity of ammunition was being 
éxpended, from the success of recruit- 
ing among the workers and the conse- 
quent shortness of skilled labor. This 
was being remedied, and the Premier 
foreshadowed the enlargement of the 
present plants and the utilization of fac- 
tories otherwise engaged to do Govern- 
ment work, with proper compensation. 

Whole Nation Participating. 

The Premier ‘declared the demand for 
men and material was on s0 vast a 
scale that it might be said, without 
exaggeration, that the whole nation was 
taking part in the war. The armies 
fighting at the front, like the armies 
which were being pvrought into being, 
were drawn to a degree never before 
known from all classes and sections of 
the people. There were very few houses 
which had not voluntarily and spon- 
taneously contributed their best man- 
hood to the forces of the crown. 

The men who were producing material 
were, in as true a sense as the sailors 
and soldiers, fighters and combatants in 
this national war. No man was worthy 
the name of British citizen who was not 
taking his part in it. .In the early days 
of the war, the Premier said, the Gov- 
ernment had appealed for recruits and 
had obtained the largest and finest body 
of men who had ever followed the col- 
ors. 

‘They came not for adventure or for 
glory,’’ said the Premier. ‘‘The spirit 
which has enabled us to make good our 
casualties can be described as a spirit 
of self-sacrifice. The same spirit is 
needed on the departments of war with 
which we are dealing tonight. Iam not 
here to allege remissness. Never has 
there been better equipment. I saw a 
statement recently that our work at 
the front was crippled by a lack of 
supplies. There is not a word of truth 
in that statement.” 

The Premier also denied that the Gov- 
ernment had only lately become alive to 
the importance of the matter, and de- 
clared that in September he had ap- 
pointed a committee of the Cabinet, 
headed by Lord Kitchener. The efforts 
of this committee had largely increased 
the supplies, 

“Nor is it true that there has been any 
general slackness on the part of any 
employers or employes,’ he continued. 
‘Some employers register 67 to 69 hours 
per week per man. The situation can 
be otherwise explained. It is due to 
the unprecedented scale on which “‘am- 
munition has been expended on eéacth 
side, to the shortness of skilled* iabor 
and to the success in recruiting.”’ 

Two hundred and seventeen thousand 
miners had enlisted—20 per cent of the 
total number—anéd nearly Se per cent of 
the men of military age, the Premier 
said. There was an influx of 70,000 men 
from other industries and there still was 
a shortage of 14 per cent of the former 
numbers, the result being a present 
diminution of 12 per cent in the normal 
output, while the war had caused an in- 
creased demand.

The real estate dealer had learned 
of impending rearrest, and already 
had arranged a $10,000 bond, signed 
by Lewis F. Kupferle, secretary of 
the Kupferle Mfg.

Seven Questionable Deais. 

Seven questionabte cases against Crone 
have been presented to the grand jury, 
and the total amounts involved in them 
is $59,650.

Frank Crilley, in First Story, In- 
forms Post-Dispatch He Was 
Too Busy to Be Afraid. 


Chief Gunners’ Mate Frank Crilley, 
U. S. N., one of the erpert divers 
from the Brooklyn Navy Yard sent 
to Honolulu to aid in salving the lost 
submarine F4 and who on April 14 
broke the world’s record for depth 
reached by a diver by going down 
288 feet and landing beside the sub- 
marine on the bottom, has told the 
story of his achievements for the 
Post-Dispatch. Crilley was not al- 
lowed to talk before this time, be- 
cause he was under the care of phy- 
sictans, recovering from the tremen- 
dous exertion necessitated by his feat 
and his subsequent dive of 220 feet 
to rescue Diver Loughman, who had 
become entangled in his lines at that 


ever he is called on. Here is 


story: 


By FRANK CRILLEY. 

HONOLULU, April 21—I never 
dived under such splendid conditions 
or in such wonderful water as here at 
Honolulu. 

On the east coast the water is dark, 
sometimes so black you have to fe2! 
your way with your hands, and the 
bottom is muddy, but going down 
into this beautiful water is like pass- 
ing through a wonderful picture. 

I didn’t have many sensations. I 
, knew I was going to get down to that 
submarine, because, off Race Rock 
Derrishak went down 274 feet, and if 
he could do that I knew I could go 
300 or better here, and so could any 
of the boys. 

I got on the cable and went down 
without any trouble. It is easy to 
g0 down on the cable, which doesn't 
make any trouble as long as you 
keep your lines straight. I kept 
looking up a good deal, to see that 
the lines didn’t foul, and slid down 
fast. 

Before I got to the bottom; in fact, 
as soon as I got twenty-five or 
thirty-five feet down, I could see it. 
It was a beautiful place, a beach, 
as pretty as uny beach you ever saw, 
clean, white sand, with little ripples 
made by the water. 

Water Clear, Even at Bottom. 

The beach slopes up at quite an 
angle, and right there lay the F4, 
on her side, her bow toward the 
shore, inclined enough to show the 
slope of the beach. The water was 
so clear I could see her full length. 
It was clear enough and light enougr 
down there to take pigtures if there 
were any way of getting a camera 


down, in an open chamber, for in- 
stance, as Williamson does'in Ber- 
muda. 


When you look up the water is a 
light green, but when you look down 
it is a deep, clear blue. One of the 
most marvelous things, to my mind, 
is that there are no weeds down 
there, no vegetation, no fish, noth- 
ing but white sand like the slope 
of a hill. 

The cable I was on led under the 
F4’s stern. I worked around until I 
could get on top of her. The divers 
who followed me went down on other 
cables and were able to land square 
on top of the submarine.

20 trains. Train service in South- 
western Missouri is no better today 
than it was 20 years ago. 

Residents of the small towns af- 
fected charge that the action of the 
Frisco is in retaliation for the re- 
fusal of the Legislature to grant an 
increase in passenger fares to 3 cents 
per mile. 

Travel at a Minimum. 

On nearly all of the branch lines 
of the Frisco train service has been 
cut to one train each way a day and 
many short trips which formerly 
could be made in a few hours now 
require three days. The result has 
been that nearly all passenger busi- 
ness has ceased on these lines except 
for those who are required to use 
the roads on short trips. 

Until 10 days ago for many years 
the Kansas City, Clinton & Spring- 
field had had two trains a day each 
way between Springfield and Kansus 
City. This enabled residents of the 
@emall towns toeitherto Kansas City 
or Springfield in the morning, trans- 
act their business and return home 
the same evening. Now one train 
leaves Kansas City for Springfield in 
the morning and one leaves Spring- 
field for Kansas City in the morning. 
There is no evening train out of 
either city. Residents of towns be- 
tween the cities, such as Clinton or 
Osceola, reach either Springfield or 
Kansas City too late in the afternoon 
to transact business and the next 
morning the trains leave those cities 
before any business can be transact- 
ed. Thus the resident of Clinton or 
Osceola must be gone from home 
three days. 

This condition is true of nearly all 
the branch line towns. Resolutions 
have been adopted at mass meetings 
in many of the towns, and some pro- 
tests have been filed with the Pub- 
lic Service Commission at Jefferson 
City. Mail service is crippled and few 
of the small towns get mail until at 
least 24 hours later than they for- 
merly received it. 

Protests by Many Towns. 

Among the towns from which pro- 
tests have been sent to the railroad 
company are Clinton, Bolivar, Osceola 
Urich, Ozark, and Chadwick. In 
some of the protests the Kansas City, 
Clinton and Springfield is asked why 
it does not increase its rate to 3 
cents per mile, as it can under the 
law, if the reason for the reduction 
in service is that a 2-cent fare is not 
remunerative and a 3-cent fare would 
be. Tne Kansas City, Clinton & 
Springfield is one of the few lines in 
the State which legally can charge 
3 cents. 

The reason that it does not to so 
is said to be that it reaches some of 
the same towns as the Frisco, which 
legally can charge only 2 cents. 

The Frisco and Kansas City, Clinton 
& Springfield are the only roads which 
have taken off many trains. There: is 
much complaint, however, against the 
Missouri Pacific in Joplin, Carthage and 
Jefferson City because of the discontin- 
uance of sleeping cars on the line be- 
tween St. Louis and Joplin. For more 
than 20 vearsa. sleeping cars have beer 


run over this line, but recently thev 
were taken off. 
A passenger between Joplin or Car-| 


thage and Jefferson City must now sit 
up all night. The southwestern section 
of the State can get sleeping car service 
to St. Louis over the Frisco, but not to 
Jefferson City. 

Charged. 

Many residents of a number of the 
towns and many traveling men inter- 
viewed by a Post-Dispatch reporter on 
the trains, expressed the opinion that 
the taking off of the trains was done 
“for spite’’ and predicted that it would 
not change public opinion to favor the 
rate increase. 

The general attitude of the public in 
the district affected seems to he that 
there is no objection to paving increaseA 
rates if the Public Service Commission 
decides that the railroads are entitled to 
the Increase, but there is an opposition 
to paying more until the matter has 
been determined in a business-like way.

ISTONE GETS FACTS 
ON GERMAN ACTION 
IN PINZON CASE 


State Department Records Show 
Attitude on Arms Shipments 
in Spanish-American .War. 


Senator Stone of Missouri, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, has looked up the records of the 
Ftate Department regarding former Con- 
gressman Bartholdt’s assertion as to the 
conduct of Germany during the Spanish- 
American War, in regard to the sale of 
contraband of war to Spain. 

Bartholdt, arguing before the Senate 
and elsewhere that exports of arms from 
the United States to Europe should be 
prohibited, has stated that, in 1898, Ger- 
many stopped at Cuxhaven a Spanish 
ship bearing munitions of war from 
Hamburg to a Spanish port and required 
the ship to return to Hamburg. This 
was done, he said, at the request of the 
American Ambassador to Germany, An- 
drew D. White. 

What the Records Show. 

Senator Stone asked Secretary of State 
Bryan for the records on this matter, 
and Secretary Bryan replied that the 
diplomatic correspondence of the time in 
question showed these facts: 

May 18, 1898, Ambassador White was 
notified in a telephone message from 
the American Consul in Hamburg that 
the Spanish ship Pinzon was about to 
sail for Cardiff, to take on a cargo of 
coal for a Spanish port; that it was not 
clear whether the ship carried contra- 
band or not, and that the Ambassador 
asked the German Foreign Office that 
the vessel be searched. The next day, 
the Consul reported that the Pinzon, 
passing Cuxhaven the night before, was 
searched for contraband by order of the 


German Imperial Chancellor, but that 
nothing was found. 
When Ambassador White reported 


these facts to the State Department. the 
department instructed him to learn, 
without officially asking the German 
Government for the information, whether 
any laws or regulations were in force 
in Germany to forbid the shipment of 
contraband from German ports. The 
message to the Ambassador then said: 

“It is important that, if any such laws 
or regulations exist, this Government 
and its agents may be informed of them, 
80 as to avoid the embarrassments which 
might arise, if it should appear to rro- 
test on the general principles of iuter- 
national law against neutral Govern- 
ments allowing articles regarded mere !y 
as contraband of war to be shipped from 
their ports.” 


White on Germany’s Action. 
Ambassador White replied, July 22, 


that he had been unable to learn that 
there had ever been any legislation in 
the empire on the subject of contra- 
band. He added that Germany had never 
issued a proclamation of neutrality, that 
the Reichstag had not discussed the 
question of contraband since 1894, and 
that he knew of no regulations on the 
subject since the Spanish-American War 
began. No further correspondence on 
this matter appeared in the records. 

Ambassador White, in his autobiog- 
raphy, wrote that, in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, the German press, and a large 
majority of the German people were 
hostile to the United States, but that 
“the eourse of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, especially the Foreign Office under 
Count von Buelow and Baron von Rich- 
tofen, was all that could be desired. 

‘‘Indeed,”” he added, ‘‘they went s0 
far on one occasion as almost to alarm 
us. The American Consul at Hamburg 
having notified me by telephone that a 
Spanish vessel, supposed to be loaded 
with arms for use against us in Cuba, 
was about to leave that port, I hastened 
to the Foreign Office ana urged that vig- 
orous steps be taken, with the result that 
the vessel, which in the meantime had 
left Hamburg, was overhauled and 
searched at the mouth of the Elbe. The 
German Government might easily have 
pleaded, in answer to my request, that 
the American Government had generally 
shown itself opposed to any such inter- 
ference with the shipments of small 
arms to belligerents, and had contended 
that it was not obliged to search vessels 
to find such contraband of war, but that 
this duty was incumbent upon the bel- 
ligerent nation concerned. This evi- 
dence of the fairness of Germany I took 
pains to make known.”’ 


Crowds See Aerial Engagement 
Along the Rhine Near Basel. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, April 21.—The 
Rhine, from Basel to Muelhausen, was 


the scene of an aerial engagement yes- 
terdav afternoon. The action lasted 
from 5 until 7 o'clock and it was wit- 
nessed by gatherings of people at many 
points. 

Four aeroplanes of the allies, two 
British and two French, moved out 


from French territory to attack a group 
of German machines. Numerically the 


Germans were stronger, and as the air- 
craft of the allies were subjected to a 
bhombardment from Fort Istein, they re- 
tired. Later they returned with rein- 
forcements. Outnumbering the Ger- 
mans, they drove them away.

The influence of the news- 
paper in molding public opinion, the 
President said, prompted him to make 
clear his ideas of true neutrality, and 
in doing so to impress upon his hearers 
the importance of adhering strictly to 
truthfulness and honesty in the dissem- 
ination of the news. 

President Wilson seemed to weigh each 
word he uttered. The importance he 
attached to his statement was reflected 
‘'n a request that no attempt be made to 
paraphrase his speech or to give it pub- 
licity until the official White House ste- 
nographer had transcribed it in full. 

Future to Be Difficult. 

As the only great nation not engaged 
in the war or suffering under the im- 
mediate influence of the war zone, 
President Wilson declared that a great 
distinction awaited the United States 
when the hour of readjustment should

Greeted With Chéeers. 

Tne President, grevted with cheers 
when he appéared at the Juncheon, con- 
stantly was interrupted by appiause and 
expressions of appruval. His speech 
follows: 

“I am deeply gratified by the general 
reception you have accorded me,” he 
said. ‘‘It makes me look back with a 
touch of regret to former occasions 
when I have stood in this place and en- 
joyed a greater liberty than is granted 
me today. There have been times when 
I stood in this spot and said what I 
really thought, and I pray that those 
days of indulgence may be accorded me 
again. 

“But I have come here today, of 
course, somewhat restrained by a sense 
of responsibility that I cannot escape. 
For I take the Associated Press very 
seriously. I know the enormous part 
that you play in the affairs not only of 
this country, but of the world. You deal 
in the raw material of opinion and, i:f 
my convictions have any validity, opin- 
ion ultimately governs the world. 

“It is, therefore, of very serious things 
that I think as I face this body of 


men. I do not think of you, however, 
as members of the Associated Press. 


I do not think of you as men of dif- 
ferent parties or of different racial deri- 
vations, or of different religious denom- 
inations. I want to talk to you as to 
my feilow citizens of the United States. 
For there are serious things which as 
fellow citizens we ought to consider. 
The times behind us, gentlemen, have 
been difficult enough; the times before 
us are likely to be more difficult, be- 
cause whatever may be said about the 
present condition of the world’s af- 
fairs, it is clear that they are drawing 
rapidly to a climax, and at the climax 
the test will come, not only of the 
nations engaged in the present colos- 
sal struggle—it will come for them of 
course—but the test will come to us par- 
ticularly. 

“Do you realize that, roughly speak- 
ing, we are the only great nation at 
present disengaged. I am not speak- 
ing, of course, with disparagement of 
these great nations in Europe which 
are not parties to the present war, but 
l am thinking of their close neighbor- 
hood to it. 

Separated by Ocean. 

“I am thinking, however, their lives 
niuch more than ours touch the very 
heart and stuff of the business; whereas 
we have rolling between us and those 
bitter days across the water 3000 miles 
ot cool and silent ocean. Our atmos- 
phere is not yet charged with those dis- 
turbing elements which must be felt 
and must permeate every nation of Eu- 
rope. 

“Therefore is it not likely that the 
nations will some day turn to us for 
the cooler assessment of the element

“I am not now thinking so prepester. 


“I wish that all of our fellow citizens 
could realize that. There is in some 
quarter a disposition to create distem- 
pers in this body politic.

rance; America is not all of it vocal 
just now.

“But I for one have complete and 
abiding faith in that great silent body 
of Americans who are not standing 1p 
and shouting and expressing their opin- 
ions just now, but are waiting to find 
out and support the duty of America. 
I am just as sure of their solidity and 
of their loyalty and of their unanimi- 
ty, if we act justly, as I am that the 
history of this country has at every 
crisis and turning point illustrated this 
great lesson. 


Mediating Nation of World. 


“We are the mediating nation of the 
world. I do not mean that we under- 


take not to mind our own business and 
to mediate where other people are quar- 
reling. I mean the word in a Wroader 
sense. We are compounded of the na- 
tions of the world. We mediate their 
blood, we mediate their passions; we 
are ourselves compounded of those 
things. We are therefore able to uncer- 
stand them in the compound, not sepa- 
rately, as partisans, but unitedly as 
knowing and comprehending and em- 
bodying them all. It is in that sense 
that I mean that America is a mediat- 
ing nation. The opinion of America, the 
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action of America, is ready to turn and 
free to turn in any direction. 
No Racial Momentum. 

“Did you ever reflect upon how al- 
most all other nations, almost every 
other nation, has through long cen- 
turies been headed in one direction? 
That is not true of the United States. 
The United States has no racial mo- 
mentum. It has no history back of it 
which makes it run all its energie< 
and all its ambitions in one particular 
direction; and America is particularly 
free in this, that she has no hampering 


ambitions as a world power. 

“If we have been cbliged by circum- 
stances or have considered ourselves toe 
be obliged by circumstances in the past 
to take territory which we otherwise 
would not have thought of taking, I be- 
lieve I am right in saying that we have 
considered it our duty to administer that 
territory not for ourselves but for the 
people living in it and to put this burden 
on our conscience, not to think that this 
thing is ours for our usé, but to regard 
ourselves as trustees of the great busi-

dry and one, Monroe, entirely wet. Sev- 
enty counties seats are dry while 32 
remain wet. 

Among villages, which voted 
were Auburn, Gardner, Litchfield, 
Douglas, West Chicage, Lombard, Pon- 
tiac end Naperville.

It was announced in Berlin during 

y stay in the capital, that the con- 
sumption of beer per capita in 1911 
amounted to 22 gallons and in 1912 
to 20 gallons, which figure indicates the 
average for entire Germany, while for 
the various Federal states ihe figures 
are, for Bavaria, 65 and 63; for Wuert- 
temberg, 47 and 43; for Baden, 38, and 
for Alsace-Lorraine, 26 and 24 gallons. 

Beer Consumption Cut Down, 

In view of these figures, the German 
Federal Council has enacted regulations 
foreibly to decrease the beer consump- 
tion during the war, in order to save 
ihe barley used in heer brewing for 
actual food purpose. 

As set forth in the regulations, begin- 
ning April 1, only 60 per cent of mal: 
of the average amount in the corre- 
sponding months of 1912 and 1913 may be 
used in the brewing of ‘beer.

ment signed by Mrs. Ida H. Nelson 
and Mra Laura Nelson Kirkwood, who 
were named as trustees of the Neilson 
estate for life by the late editor's will, 
saying: 

“Mr. Nelson never regarded his news 
paper as a commercial proposition. To 
him it was always a sacred trust. 

“Those to whom his trusteeship has 
fallen recognize the heavy obligation 
which is now theirs. In meeting this 
responsibility and this obligation they 


j are depending on his associates on th» 


staff, who are in complete sympathy 
with his ideals, and who will have the 
active management of the paper. 

“Tt is the one aim of the trustees an‘ 
associates alike that his spirit shall di- 
rect the Star’s policies.” 

The will filed yesterday provides that 
the widow and daughter shall take the 
income of the estate, but the princi- 
pal is to be kept intact for the crea- 
tion, after their death, of a fund, the 
proceeds of which, after providing for 
any children that may be born to Mrs. 
Kirkwood, are to be used for the public 
benefit. 

Estimated at $16,000,000. 

Persons close to Col. Nelson say the 
value of his estate may be estimated 
conservatively at $10,000,000, one-half of 
which is represented dy the Kansas 
City Star property. 

A farm of 17% acres in Jackson Coun- 
ty, Mo., is set aside to be a model farm 
for 30 yeafs, for the instruction of 
neighbors in stock raising and farm- 
ing. After that time the farm is to be- 
come a part of the trust estate, the 
will provides. 

On the death of both Mrs. Nelson and 
Mrs. Kirkwood management of the 
property is to be placed in the hands 
cf a board of trustees consisting of the 
presidents of the universities of Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma. ‘The three uni- 
versity presidents ere to be a board 
which will change only as changes are 
made by the universities. When a per- 
son ceases to be at the head of his uni- 
versity, he also will cense to be 
a member of the board. 

$1,000,000 for Each Grandchim. 

The university trustees are required 
to set azide for each of the children of 
Mrs. Kirkwood, if any, prope.ty “of the 
reasonable value of §$1,000,000.’" The resi- 
due is to be managed for public pur- 
poses under the name of ‘‘The William 
Rockhill Nelson trust.” 

It is provided that the net income 
“shall be used and expended for the 
purchase of works and reproductions of 
fine arta, such as paintings, engravings, 
sculpture, tapestries and’ rare books, 
the purpose being to procure in this 
manner works of the fine arts which will 
contribate to the delectetion and eanjory- 
ment of the public generally, but are not 
usually provided for by public funds.”’ 

It directs the university trustees in the 
purchase of works of art to select works 
or reproductions of the work of artists 
who have been dead at least ® years at 
the time of purchase. 

One section of the will says: ‘All 
works of fine arts purchased by the 
university trustees shall be kept and 
remain at all times in Kansas City, 
Mo., for public exhibition in such build- 
ings as may be provided by the public 
for that or similar purposes.” 


Newspaper to Be Sold, 

Sale of the Kansas City Star is di- 
rected ‘if at the time when the prop- 
erty shall come into the hands of the 
university trustees the estate owns and 
is publishing a newspaper or newspa- 
pers. The trustees must sell the news- 
papers as soon as it can be done with- 
out sacrifice,"’ not later than two years 
from the death of Nelson's wife and 
daughter. It is directed that the money 
derived shall be invested in real estate 
or interest-bearing notes on real prop- 
erty within the 100-mile limit, or in the 
bonds of Kansas City, Mo.: Kansas 
City, Kan.; Jackson or Wyandotte coun- 
ties, school bonds of the two cities or 
United States bonds. 

Mrs. Nelson, the widow, is given a life 
interest in the estate in the family 
home here, Oak Hall, and at her death 
the property is to pass to Mrs. Kirk- 
wood. Together they may sell it, or, the 
‘will provides, it may be sold by the 
survivor, but if sold the money derived 
is to become part of the trust property. 
Mrs. Nelson is to receive without re- 
striction all the personal property. 

Of the income Mrs. Nelson and Mrs. 
Kirkwood are directed to pay monthly 
sums out of the income to Nelson's sis- 
ters, Miss Eva Nelson and Mrs. H. W. 
Bonds of Fort Wayne, Ind., and to the 
widow of the deceased brother, Degroff 
Nelson, during their lifetime and to the 
two daughters of Dégroff Nelson for 
%3 years. The residue of the net income 
of the trust estate is to be paid to Mrs. 
Nelson and Mrs. Kirkwood in equal 
shares. .The will is dated Apri] 16, 1914. 

A codicil was added Oct. 9, 1914, making 
specific instructions as to the disposi- 
sion of the Jackson County farm. Mrs 
Nelson is made the executor without 
bond. In the codicil with regard to the 
model farm, Nelson directed that ‘‘no 
person shall, during the 30-year period.

They would probably insist on getting 
it for a figure much nearer its replace- 
ment value, which may be figured to- 
day as not far from $40,000,000. The pri- 
vate owners will represent that their 
investment covers not only the physical 
properties and the franchise grants now 
in sight for appraisement, but a very 
large sum expended for equipment 
which the evolution of street railroad- 
ing forced them to discard, at heavy 
loss, before it was worn out, and for 
which they will claim credit. It is 
true the owner of a store, or a mill, or 
a farm, or almost any other property 
could not and would not expect the ul- 
timate buyer of his property to pay for 
similar items in the price of the prop- 
erty, or for the cost of losing experi- 
ments. conducted therein, nor, indeed. 
a penny more than the current value of 
the property in the open market. But 
public utility companies are less mod- 
est. The owners of the Detroit street 
railways, however, appear to be glad 
to sell to the city for the par value of 
their bonded debt, which the city is to 
assume and pay out of the system’s 
earnings. The stockholders get noth- 
ing. 

The following statistical information, 
copied from the latest yearly report by 
the United Railways Co. to the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, af- 
fords much light upon the _ probable 
course of negotiations for the purchase 
of the system by the city or the peo- 
ple, if such negotiations should begin.

Peary Refuses to HKeply. 

Admiral Peary, on reading the above 
comment, declined to comment on it, 
but pointed out that he first presented 
the idea ‘‘that the entire North Amer- 
ican world segment the eventual 
destiny of the United States’’ in a pub- 
lie address in [london in November, 
1903, when he said: 

“The attainment of the North Pole is 
particularly an object for American 
pride and patriotism.

Accessories After the Fact. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch.

conviction shall be punished,” etc.

As a matter of fact, every man, woman and 
child in the United States is given the free use 
of the mails under certain highly interesting con- 
ditions. One of these conditions is that a per- 
son availing himself of the privilege must be de- 
sirous of a job. Another is that a person avail- 
ing himself of the privilege must have work 
which will provide somebody with a job. A con- 
dition applying both to those who want a job and 
those who have a job to bestow is that a desiz- 
nated form of blank provided free by the Gov- 
ernment shall be used. 

For this enlargement of the free use of the 
mails to include the whole public, as well as 
Congressmen and Federal officers, is a part of the 
facilities of the new Federal Employment Bureaus 
about which we have heard so much, but of whose 
practical workings we know so little.

“You have in your own organization 
an illustration of this principle. I do 
not suppose you estimate the cash item- 
ization of your plant at a very extrava- 
Fant figure. It is commonly reported 
that you are assessed for purposes of 
taxation from $130,000 to $150,000. ofr 
course, I do not have this informaticn 
exactly. Your corporation, however, has 
an asset of $3,000,000 of cash, and IT am 
told you earn from one-half to three- 
quarters of a million dollars annually. 
But you do not pay taxes upon this. 
nor do you pay anything for the value 
of your franchise.
